over America and Kurope. 
studying landscape possibilttes 
in park 
ami home developments 
and. coming 
iron: an authority on the subject, the 
statement that "Florida has finer auto- 
mobile drives along the shores of its 
lakes, rivers and ocean than any 
sec-- ! 
tion of the United States." is worthy 
of attention. 
"This is itself an inval- 
uable asset to Florida." said Mr. Tay- 
lor 
during 
an 
interview 
yesterday, 
"and 
nothing 
should 
be left undone 
by the club women and business men 
of the state to preserve these drives, 
which will mean so 
muc h to Florida 
when automobile roads are completed. 
"The vegetation 
and natural heautv 
of the east coast and especially Daytona 
are way ahead of anything that I imag- 
ined before coming here."

"Your state is just awak-
